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I have read many warnings and |} 
have seen many red lights, but 
never have I read nor seen such 
a warning as this one: “How, 
shall we escape, if we neglect so 
great salvation?” 


God does not have to warn us 
about the sin of drink, adultery, 
gambling, stealing or murder. We 
j:znow about such sins, for we con- 
stantly see definite object lessons 
of them in human beings. We 
know that when we commit these 
sins we lose our reputations, dis- 
spate our health, injure our 
chances of success in life, destroy 
lappiness, bring sorrow to loved 
ones, and provoke the chastise- 
rent of God upon us. 

The sin of neglect is different. 
It is supposedly a good man’s 
sn. It is more universal and wide- 
spread than all other sins _ put 
together twice over. A person can

Socialism Retreating Abroad 


An article by Raymond Moley 
on the editorial page of the Aan- 
sas City Times is worthy of repro- 
duction here. Moley wrote: 

“The news from all over the 
world tells of the abandonment of 
the major tenets of socialism by 
its more perceptive leaders. 

“Perhaps some of them, having 
become practical politicians, have 


‘been taught a hard lesson by the 


once-despised proletariat in elec- 
tions. Others, seeing the failure 
of so many socialistic experiments, 
have enough intelligence to reject 
its assumptions. Others are re- 
pelled by the cruel fact that where 
common ownership still flourishes, 
it needs the iron authority of dic- 
tatorship. 

“Following the third successive 
defeat of the Labor party in Eng- 
land, Hugh Gaitskell proposed in 
December that the party abandon 


nationalization (government own- 
ership of industry. J. R. R.). In 
Japan, Suehiro Nishio, the most 
intelligent and practical leader in 
the Social Democratic party, has 
broken off completely and has 
organized a new party called 
Democratic Socialist. The argu- 
ments of Nishio are not unlike 
those of Gaitskell. In both cases, 
the evidence is clear that the 
‘quintessence’ of socialism has 
been discarded. 

“In West Germany the socialists 
have thrown in the sponge. These 
are the errors 
movement there which was strong 
enough 75 years ago to move the 
iron-willed Bismarck to introduce 
the welfare state. 

“Britain has tried it on a na- 
tional scale, and the voters have 
seen it as a delusion. In Com- 
munist countries it has been sup- 
planted by the oldest form of gov- 
ernment in the world, brutal 
tyranny.” 

Yet here in America we seem 
to think that the road to prosperi- 
ty and happiness is paved with 
more and more socialism, with 
less and less initiative and hard

No one has any idea of the woe 
that the wine cup will bring him 
until he has traveled the trail 
himself.

“Kerosene and buttermilk, 
which only a few dare tackle. It 
almost completely wipes out the 
mind of its victim.”

Camping 


Have you ever lived with 100, 
150 or 200 children all at one 
time? We had that unique and 
wonderful.experience last summer 
working at a Christian camp just 
across the Wisconsin border. San- 
dy directed the two weeks of 
younger boys camp, taught Bible 
classes during the girls camps and 
helped occasionally with the music 
while I was in charge of the hand- 
craft shop. Our little Carol and 
Jimmy got their fill of sunshine, 
water, fresh air and chipmunk- 
chasing! 

Psychology books always list the 
traits characteristic of children of 
certain ages but I’ve never seen a 
description of that metamorphosis 
through which boys and girls go 
in one week of camping. 

The boys always arrive at camp 
with shiny faces, brand new crew 


cuts, wearing their bést pair of 
jeans. The little girls usually come 
with their hair in curls or in| 
smooth, waving pony-tails and in 
starched blouses and well-shined 
shoes. The picture changes drastic- 
ally before the week is over. The | 
little boys’ hair is full of sand, 
their pants are soiled and torn, 
their sneakers smelly and their 
skin covered with sunburn, | 
scratches and mosquito bites 
(some even add a little poison ivy 
for variety). The story is just 
about the same for the girls except 
that their hair, after a week of 
sun and swimming, begins to take 
on a mop-like appearance. I’m sure 
that more than one mother has 
been shocked and horrified to find 
that most of the~¢lothes which 
she prepared and packed so lov- 
ingly at the beginning of the week 
come back without having ever 
been moved from the suitcase. One 
father was especially upset when 
he discovered that the plastic bag 
which he had prepared for his son 
containing soap, washcloth, tooth- 
brush and toothpaste hadn’t even 
been opened the whole week! 
And-then the dining hall reveals 
another interesting view of chil- 
dren away from the watchful eye 
of the conscientious parent. A lit- 
tle girl who is a “problem eater” 
at home gobbles camp food like a 
hungry bear under the influence of 
lots of company, laughter and the 
activity and fresh air of camp. The 
boy who (with his mother’s en- 
couragement) would never eat a 


meal without washing his hands, 
sees nothing unsanitary about 
bringing his can full of tree toads 


about not reaching across the ta- 
ble, not talking with one’s mouth 
full, and not eating with one’s 
fingers—are broken in the camp 
dining hall in spite of the best 
efforts of the counsellors and di- 
rectors. 


On the other hand, there are 
some tender and precious moments 
any parent would be thrilled to 
witness—some unprecedented dis- 
play of kindness and loyalty to a 
homesick buddy, an unusual 
demonstration of good sportsman- 
ship, the look of pride on a boy’s 
face when he says, “I got a letter 
from my Dad!” or the tearful 
smile of a little girl when she says, 
“My mother will be so glad to 
know I’ve given my heart to Je- 
sus,” 

Whether we always like to ad- 
mit it or not, our children repre- 
sent us, perhaps more truly when 
they are away from us than when 
we are close enough to control 
their words and actions. Fortu- 
nately, camp counsellors, school 
teachers and others who work very 
closely with children usually as- 
sume that the standards of the 
parents are at least a little high- 
er than the children always man- 
age to meet! 

Before you get too nervous 
about your children and how they 
behave away from home, here 
is another point to ponder. The 
Bible says that we are “strangers 
and pilgrims’ (or “campers” if 
you please) away from our Heav- 
enly Home and Father. We are the 
representatives of our spiritual 
family.’ Unfortunately, the world. 
is not so tolerant in assuming 
that our heavenly calling is any 
better than our earthly walk. If 
we claim to have a righteous Fa- 
ther, they have a right to expect 
a certain amount of righteousness 
in us. 

Once in a while I hear someone 
complain, “Well, they expect me 
to be so different, just because I 
am a Christian.”’ What about it? 
Haven't people a right to expect 
more of us if we claim to know 
the Lord? As I’ve heard my dad 
say sO many times, “A Christian 
ought to act different, look dif- 
ferent, and even smell different 
from other people.” Paul said, “Be 
ye therefore followers of God, as 
dear children” (Eph. 5:1).

1. Sterile solution of sugar and 


Then in the corner of the 
sheet I did a few little calcula- 
tions working with calories and

Soon I had drawn up a 
chart of just what amount of this 
solution the child should have. I 
put down the next point: 

2. Premature babies cannot suck 
or swallow and must be fed by a 
very fme tube. Fortunately I had 
just such a tube put away for 
an emergency. I wrote: 

3. Watch the child’s breathing. 
It may suddenly stop. Then I 
noted a string of various things: 

A premature baby is very sus- 
ceptible to infection, therefore 
wear a mask and scrub your hands 
as you would for a surgical opera- 
tion. 

The child should be moved as 
little as possible. 

Bed should be changed from side 
to side every three hours. 

The body temperature should be 
kept at 98.4 and carefully mea- 
sured. 

Then I read instructions as to 
how a cot should be prepared for 
premature babies. With a primus 
stove and a pair of scales I care- 
fully prepared the sugar solution, 
sterilized it, and proceeded to the 
hospital with the solution in a bot- 
tle in one hand, and the paper 
with the instructions in the other. 
I went straight to Perisi. Follow- 
ing the custom of African women 
she was out of bed sitting in the 
sun. 

“Come,” I said, “we will go and 
give Yohanna his feed.” 

Three or four nurses came to 
watch proceedings.

regular habits of prayer. Bible 
Christians did that. 

David said, “Evening, and morn- 
ing, and at noon, will I pray, anc 
cry aloud: and he shall hear my 
voice” (Ps. 55:17). 

Daniel, too, had a settled habit 
of prayer. His heart burned con- 
tinually that God would restore 
His people to Palestine, so he 
never left off this prayer at the 
reguiar time and place. Daniel 
6:10 says, “Now when Daniel 
knew that the writing was signed, 
he went into his house; and his 
windows being open in his 
chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
kneeled upon his knees. three 
times a day, and gave thanks be- 
fore his God, as aforetime.’ The 
threat of the lions’ den did not 
make Daniel break this blessed 
habit. The fact that people 
might hear him did not stop him. 
He did not seek publicity, but he 
would not break his custom for 
even the king, nor for fear of 
death. 

Oh, set apart a time each day, 
sanctify a place where you regu- 
larly meet God in prayer, like 
Daniel. 


The Apostles Regularly At- 
tended Prayer Meetings 
Apostles Peter and John were 
accustomed to having prayer to- 
gether, probably with other Chris- 
tians, at 3:00 p.m. daily. Acts 3:1 
says, “Now Peter and John went 
up together into the temple at 
the hour of prayer, being the 
ninth hour.” The ninth hour of 
the twelve-hour day would be 3:00 
p.m. I am sure that they, like 
David and Daniel, had regular 
hours of secret prayer, but here 
we learn that they had regular 
hours for public and united prayer 
also, and at a regular place. 
Paul and Silas, too, were regu- 
lar prayer meeting attendants. On 
their great missionary journey 


and aggravations you are certain 
to meet. Do you meet God each 
morning im the secret place? A 
bedroom, the bathroom, the attic, 
or any quiet place will do. 


As a boy on a West Texas stock- 
farm I had a place where the 
ground was packed hard and bare 
under a chapparell bush. Out by 
the woodpile, through the garden, 
under the fence and into the 
“brakes” I went many a time to 
meet God. There on my knees I! 
promised God to tithe. There I 


went to pray after reading Dr. 
Torrey’s little book, “How to 
Pray.” There I gave myself to 


God for life service, though I did 
not ‘then know it would be to 
preach. From that place I went to 
saddle my horse and ride away, 
in faith, to college! Blessed place 
of secret prayer! 


2. Prayer at Table 

Surely no Christian should ever 
sit down to a meal without thank- 
ing God and asking Him to bless 
the meal. If you are the head of 
a home, see that someone thanks 
God aloud for the family. But each 
one should bow his or her head and 
fervently thank God from his 
heart for the food God has given, 
asking God to bless it. The food 
will taste better, health will be 
better, “For every creature of God 
is good, and nothing to be re- 
fused, if it be received with 
thanksgiving; For it is sanctified 
by the word of God and prayer” 
(I Tim. 4:4, 5). At a hotel .or 
restaurant, or at a home where 
there is no public giving of thanks, 
you can at least bow your head 
silently and gratefully thank God 
for His unfailing care, His loving 
provision, Can good Christians 
honestly do less? 

When on earth the Lord Jesus 
took the loaves before feeding the 
five thousand, “And when he had 
given thanks, he distributed to the 


verses, and around the table each 
one read two verses. That 
was repeated till the chapter was 
finished. Some extra long chapters 
were cut 
or more short Psalms were read. 
Then we had comments, questions, 


Always I lead in prayer, then each 
one prayed in order, around the 
table. When I was away from 
home, as I was much of the time, 


how blessed was that time of 
prayer and Scripture together! I 
know it has made its imprint on 
the tender hearts of my six daugh- 
ters who are now all married. 

They will never get away from 
its reality and influence. 

A famous man tells how the 
time for family prayer at his boy- 
hood home was at nine o'clock 
at night. Mother would get the 
Bible, Father would read it and 
then as all knelt, would pray. He 
says the day he left home to go 
to college his mother said to him, 
“Son, you are a man now, and 
you will have to stand on your 
own feet. We won't be there to 
tell you what to do, nor to remind 
you not to go into sin. But re- 
member, Son, at nine o’clock each 
night you can know we will be 
on our knees praying for you.” 

The lad went through college, 
and God kept him clean. In 
senior year, in the big 
giving Day football game, he made 
the winning touchdown to close 
the season victoriously.

I know that people may fall 
into a form of prayer, either pub- 
licly or privately. One needs to 
watch and see that his heart is 
in prayer, that it is sincere, even 
when it is a matter of regular 
habit..Because they had a custom 
of regular prayer, millions have 
really prayed when otherwise they 
would not have. 

It seems to me every Christian 
should have the following regular 
appointed seasons of prayer. 


1. The Morning Watch 
Secret Prayer 

All Christians should have times 
of secret prayer. David had three 
times daily, so did Daniel, for what 
seems to have been secret prayer, 
or at least private prayer. No 
Christian can afford less than one 
such season daily, many ought to 
have three. As early in the day 
as possible has proven best. Before 
breakfast is the ideal time. Some 
mothers like best the period when 
the children are first gone to 
school, some business men the 
first hour. at the private offices 
But other things will crowd in if 
we give them a chance. The Bible 
ought to have a part in this 
private devotion. I suggest that 
each Christian ought to spend not

men and women to teach us the 
plan of salvation that we might 
understand. He gives to us pray- 
ing fathers and mothers, other 
loved ones and friends who inter- 
cede in our behalf at His throne of 
grace. Yet in spite of it all, the 
greatest and most universal sin 
known to man is the sin of neg- 
lect in the acceptance of Christ 
as Saviour. 


The Greatness of Salvation 


But the writer of Hebrews calls 
it, “So great salvation,’—not a 
great salvation, but so great that 
nothing mortal man can conceive 
of compares to it. It is so great 
that Peter tells us, “Which things 
the angels desire to look into.” 
Why is this salvation so great? 

First, this salvation is so great 
because it saves us from Hell. 
That is enough. Read the story of 
the fich man and Lazarus. Medi- 
tate on it, and it will nearly 
drive you crazy as you see an 
individual shut up forever in the 
torments of the damned, and then 
imagine your own loved ones and 


friends who have gone on but who! 


neglected this great salvation. 
That place called Hell—a lake of 
fire, outer darkness, that horrible 
pit where the memories of neg- 
lected opportunities haunt forever. 
See the countless victims there in 
perpetual writhing in agony where 
the worm dieth not; yet most of 
them are the victim of the sin of 
neglect. Hell has no claim on one, 
thank God, who has this salvation. 

Second, it is a great salvation 
because it saves one from the 
Devil in this life. The Devil is 
a powerful being. He is so mighty 
that he held Jesus in his grip of 
temptation forty days and nights; 
he is so dishonest that he is called 
the father of lies; he is so cunning 
that he deceives whole nations; 
so rich and alluring that he offer- 
ed Jesus the kingdoms of this 
world if He would fall down and 
worship him. Yet when we possess 
this salvation we can resist the 
Devil, and he will flee from us. 
We can even say to him, “Get 
thee behind me, Satan,” and he 
will turn away. What a salvation! 

Third, it is so great that it 
guarantees a mansion in the skies. 
It provides every longing of a 
pure soul, not for one day nor 
for one year, but for eternity. 
Here in this life we work, suffer, 
strive, doubt, fear, and weep, but 
this salvation settles all of life’s 
problems and perplexities forever- 
more. “There shall be no more 
curse,” when we get to Heaven. 

Fourth, this salvation is great 
because it is the only one. “There 
is none other name under heaven 
given among men whereby we 
must be saved.” It cannot be 
purchased; it is a gift—God’s lov- 
ing gift! “What can a man give in 
exchange for his soul?” To me 
the sweetest, the most sublime of 


to know the plan of salvation and 
then to neglect to embrace it is 
spiritual suicide. 

It has been our lot to preach 
the funeral of many who have 
committed suicide. One of these 
unfortunates especially stands out 
in my memory. A father of two 
little boys shot his wife, then 
blew out his own brains with the 
same pistol. The family lived near 
our church. We were among the 
first to enter the home after the 
tragedy. It was one of the most 
ghastly sights our eyes have ever 
looked upon. We shall never get 
away from the experience of that 
double funeral. There were two 
caskets side by side. In one lay 
the silent form~-of the father; 
in the other, the body of the 
mother. Sitting out in front were 


the two little boys. 


As I read the Scripture and 
before praying, there flashed 
through my mind the awfulness of 
the act this father had committed 
in ending his life by his own hand. 
Then another thought came to me. 


| The tragedy of taking his own life 


was terrible, but think of how 
that tragedy had affected others. 
It had left his two little boys with- 
out father or mother. Think of 
how the memory of his deed will 
live in their minds! 

My friends, that is exactly the 
picture in a spiritual sense of one 
who neglects this great salvation 
and dies without God and without 
hope. He not only sends his own 


soul out into an eternity of tor-| 


ment, but he affects the lives of 
loved ones and friends. “No man 
liveth unto himself.” When the 
Apostle Paul pleaded so earnestly 
and courageously with Agrippa 
to believe on Christ, that great 
preacher had something in mind 
besides the salvation of Agrippa’s 
soul. Paul was thinking about the 
people of Israel who had turned 
their backs on Christ. Had their 
king accepted Jesus that day, 
God only knows the effect it would 
have had on the Jewish nation. 
Multiplied thousands who died 
without hope would have been 
in Heaven today had Agrippa been 
saved. To those who are neglecting 
this great salvation today, re- 
member your sin is not only your 
doom, but God only knows how 
many others you are affecting 
by your sin. 

The sin of neglect against this 
great salvation is unfair to Jesus. 
On this point we quote an article 
in our church bulletin which was 
written by one of our laymen, 
B. B. Lewis. His caption was, 
“Remember Pearl Harbor.” 


“From now on, so long as the 
nation stands, whenever those 
words are heard by true Ameri- 
cans, they will burn and sear 
like a red hot iron, like a red 
hot branding iron applied to a 
steer’s hide. The memory of 
foul treachery will rise like the 
stench of burning hair. Mighty 
in wrath, the American nation 
will lunge to its feet, lashing 
out with murderous, long, sharp 
horns. And woe to the scamper- 
ing bandy-legged little devils 
who applied the scar. 

“Millions upon millions of 
people are united in 


one | 


thought, expressed in those 
three words: ‘Remember Pearl 
Harbor!’ They shock. They 


startle. They awaken. All hearts 
are resolved to a firm determin- 
ation. 


“But here are three words 
that are more important: ‘Re- 
member Calvary’s Cross.’ 


“They do not shock—but they 
should! They do not startle 
but they should! They do not 
awaken—but they should! 

“We thrill to the bravery of 
our defenders at Pearl Harbor, 
at Wake, in the ‘Philippines, in 
our Navy. They stand between 
us and a swarm of little yellow 
devils. 

“We forget to thrill to the 
bravery of Christ upon the 
cross. We forget or we fail to 
acknowledge that He, and He 
alone, stands between us and 
all the swarming devils of Hell. 

‘Bombs did not fall upon 
Him. Worse. The sins of all peo- 
ple of all” time tumbled about 
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all Scripture is found in Paul’s 
letter to the church at Ephesus, cuit. leather lined 
‘For by grace are ye_ saved Crinchedtaeat ace 
through faith; and that not of V4. Vs 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 

Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 

Fifth, salvation is great because 
of what it enables us to do in this 
life. Noah possessed it and built an 
ark. Abraham possessed it and 
started a nation of chosen people. 
Jonah possessed it and preached 
one sermon which caused 120,000 
people to repent. Peter possessed 
it and three thousand repented 
when he told them of his crucified 
-and risen Lord. Paul possessed it 
and changed the religion and 
thinking of a civilized world. 

None of these could have done 
such marvelous things had they 
not been partakers of this great 
salvation. 

Yet this great salvation can be so 
ignored that people do not accept 
Christ as Saviour and plunge 
hopelessly into Hell. It can be 
so depreciated that one will ac- 
cept it but will fail to follow Jesus 
in baptism. It can be regarded so 
valueless that some claim to pos- 
sess it, yet stay out of Christ's 
Church, out of His service and 
neglect to pay to His cause what 
belongs to Him. 


The Tragedy of the Sin 
of Neglect 


The worst thing about this sin 
is its unfairness. For one to neg- 
lect this great salvation is terribly 
unfair to his own soul. For one 
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His head—buried Him—covered 
Him up. Death and Hell thought 
to claim Him. 

“Mighty in power, He shook 
these off. He arose to His feet. 
Untouched by sin, unconquered 
by death, He walked from the 
grave—erect, strong, clean, 
magnificently alive. Alive? Of 


course He is alive. Why shouldn't 
He be? He 1s life! 

“But millions of people do 
not believe this. Either they 


have not heard, or, hearing, 
they refuse to believe, 

“Something should shock 
them, startle them, awaken 


them. If they had three words 


sansa into their hearts— 
ep there—+he job would 
soon be done, and all the world 
might be saved. Three words— 
‘Remember Calvary’s Cross!’ 

“Who died upon that cross?

In Matthew 26:57 we read, “And 
they that had laid hold on Jesus 
led him away to Caiaphas the high 
priest, where the scribes and ‘the 
elders were assembled.’

Il. He Interfered With Their 
Business 


The people of Gadara lost two 
thousand pigs over that one man 
#hom Jesus saved. This man was 
so filled with demons that the 
demons cried, “If you must cast 
us out, don’t leave us without 
being incarnated.” 

You see, demons must occupy 
some kind of a body, preferably 
a human body. The demons said, 
“Cast us into those hogs.” 

These Jews knew that hogs 
were unclean for a Jew. They 
shouldn’t have been raising them 
anyway. God put His curse on that 
business and two thousand hogs 
ran down a steep plage into the 
Sea of Galilee and were drowned. 
Jesus interfered with the illegal 
business and made people mad. 

There are a lot of businesses 
that ought to be interfered with. 
A real estate man told me, “The 
only day I can show property to 
some “people is on the Lord’s 
Day.” 

When he said it, I thought of 
the man who said, “. .. TJ have 
bought a piece of ground, and I 
must needs go amd see it... .” 

A drunkard said to me, “The 
only day I can train dogs is on the 
Lord’s Day.” 

I thought of the excuse the man 
gave when he said, “. .. I have 
bought fiwe yoke 2 owen, and I 
go to prove them . 

A man said to me ‘who is lost; 
“The only time my wife and I 
can be together to enjoy our home 
is on the Lord’s Day.” 


'God’s heart is moved. But the re-. 
ligious people of Jerusalem said, | 
‘Call these preachers in and tell | 


“Come 
children; I see your daddy 


coming.” 


The little children look and say, | 


“No, Mama, that isn’t Daddy; he’s 
alone and always when he comes 
he is borne by two other 
men.” 

I can see him walk down the 
street and come home. I can see 
his family putting their arms 
around him. I think I can see 
angels in Heaven bent over the 


battlements of Glory, weeping, and

That was all it took to bring 
about the first persecution. 

You can be religious and have 
a church and have people who join 
it and are baptized; but if you in- 
vade Satan’s dominion, you are go- 
ing to have trouble. 


IV. He Got a Man Saved 


In the last place they said, ‘You 
get out of town because you saved 
a man’s soul.’ In Mark 5:15 we 
read, “And they come to Jesus, 
and see him that was possessed 
with the devil, and had the legion, 
sitting and clothed, and in his 
right mind: and they were afraid.” 

They saw that man and they 
said three things about him: he 
was sitting; he was clothed; and 
he was in his right mind. 

He was sitting. He never did 
that before. He ripped and tore 
at his clothes and his body. He 
was like the guy who every Satur- 
day night goes and spends his 
paycheck at the bar, then goes 
home and raises hell all day Sun- 
day. He acted like some men who 
claim to be a Christian but don’t 
even want their wives to serve 
God, let alone themselves. 

Here is the maniac, sitting, with 
all the poise and calmness and 
tranquillity that a man has ever 
had. That is the work of God. 

He was clothed. That speaks of 
our being clothed in God’s eternal 
righteousness, which is imputed 
unto us when we believe. 

They saw him in his right mind. 
I've been called a nut so many 
times, I’m almost prone to believe 
it myself. But I'll tell you this 
much: I may be a nut, but I’m 
screwed to the right bolt! I’m 


anchored down. I’m on the Rock 
and I’m not worried about the 
outcome. 

Jesus saved a man’s soul. That 
is the work of God, the work of 
Christians, the work of preachers, 
and the work of churches. It is 
the primary work, the first work. 
It is our calling. Let the chips 
fall where they may, and leave the 
results to God. 

The great question of 
hearts for centuries has been,

by character; God says by the 
cross. Some say by courage; God 
says by Christ. .
